McKin­ 
ley s letter of acceptance was issued 
Wednesday. 
Its salient paints are as 
fol lows: 
“For the first tim e since 1868, if ever 
before, there is presented to the Ame. i- 
can this year a clear and direct issue 
as to our m onetary system of vast im ­ 
portance in its effects, and upon the 
right settlem ent of which rests largely 
the financial honor and prosperity of 
the country. 
It is proposed by ore 
wing of the dem ocratic party and its 
allies, the People’s and the silver par­ 
ties, to m a c e r a te the free and u n ­ 
lim ited coinage of silver by independ­ 
ent action on the p art of the United 
States a t a ratio of sixteen ounces of 
silver to one ounce of gold. The mere 
declaration of this purpose is a menace 
to our financial and industrial inter­ 
ests, and has already created universal 
alarm . 
It involves great peril to the 
credit and business of the country, a 
peril so grave th at conservative men 
everywhere are breaking away from 
their old party associations and unit­ 
ing with other patriotic citizens in em­ 
phatic protest against the platform of 
the dem ocratic national convention as 
an assault upon the faith and honor 
of the governm ent and the welfare of 
the people. We have had few questions 
in the lifetim e of the republic more 
serious than the one which is thus pre-, 
sented. 
“The character of the money which 
shall m easure our values and exchanges 
and settle our balances w ith one an­ 
other and w ith 
the 
nations of 
the 
world is of such prim ary importance 
and so far reaching in its consequences 
as to call for the most painstaking in­ 
vestigation, and in the end a sober and 
unprejudiced judgm ent at the polls. We 
m ust not be misled by phrases nor de­ 
luded by false theories. 
Free silver 
v ould not m ean that silver dollars 
were to be freely had w ithout cost or 
labor. 
It would mean the free use of 
the m ints of the United States for the 
few wTho are owners of silver bullion, 
but would make silver coin no freer to 
the many who are engaged in other en­ 
terprises. 
It would not make labor 
easier, the hours of labor shorter or 
the pay better. 
It would 
not 
make 
farm ing less laborous or more profit­ 
able. 
It wTould not start a factory or 
■make a demand for an additional day’s 
labor. It would create no new occupa­ 
tions. 
It wrould add nothing to the 
com fort of the masses, the capital of 
the people or the wealth of the nation. 
It seeks to introduce a new measure of 
value, but would add no value to the 
thing measured. It would not conserve 
values. 
On the contrary, it would de­ 
range all existing values. It would not 
restore business confidence, but its di­ 
rect effect would be to destroy the little 
which yet remains. 
“We have coined since 1878 more 
than than 400,000,000 of silver dollars, 
which are m aintained by the govern­ 
m ent at parity w ith gold, and are a full 
legal tender for the paym ent of all 
debts, public and private. How are the 
silver dollars now in use different from 
those which would be in use under free 
coinage? They are to be of the same 
w eight and fineness; they are to bear 
the same stam p of 
the government. 
W hy would they not be of the same 
value? I answ er: 
The silver dollars 
now in use were coined on account oil 
the governm ent and not for private 
account or gain, and the government 
has solemnly agreed to keep them as 
good as the best dollars we have. The 
governm ent bought the silver bullion 
at its m arket value and coined it into 
silver. Having exclusive control of the 
m intage it only coins w hat it can hole 
at parity with gold. The profit repre­ 
senting 
the difference 
between tho 
commercial value of the silver bullion 
and the face value of the silver dollar 
goes to the governm ent for the bene­ 
fit of the people. 
The governm ent 
bought the silver bullion contained in 
the silver dollar at very much less 
than its coinage value. It paid it out to 
its creditors and put it in circulation 
am ong the people at its face value of 
IOO cents, or a full dollar. It required 
the people to accept it as a legal tender, 
and is thus morally bound to m aintain 
it a t a parity with gold, which was 
then, as now, the recognized standard 
w ith us and the most enlightened na­ 
tions of the world. 
The government 
having issued and circulated the silver 
dollar, it m ust in honor protect^**® 
holder from loss. 
This obligate* it 
has so far sacredly kept. No* only is 
there a m oral obligation, >dt there is 
a legal obligation, expi*tfs®d in public 
statute, to m aintain 
parity. 
“These dollars 
the particulars I 
h ave named ar* ^®t the same as the 
dollars which would be issued under 
free coinage 
w0uld be tbe same 


then m aintain the parity? W hat would 
keep them at par with gold? 
There 
would be no obligation resting upon 
the governm ent to do it, and if there 
were, it would be powerless to do it. 
The simple tru th is, we would be driv­ 
en to a silver basis—to silver mono­ 
metallism. 
These dollars, therefore, 
would stand 
upon their real value. 
If the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver a t a ratio of sixteen ounces of 
silver to an ounce of gold would, as 
some of its advocates assert, make fif­ 
ty-three cents in silver worth IOO cents 
and the silver dollar equal to the gold 
dollar, then we would have no cheaper 
money than now and it would be no 
easier to get. But that such would be 
the result is against reason and is con­ 
tradicted by experience in all times 
and in all lands. It means the debase­ 
m ent of our currency to the amount 
of the difference between the commer­ 
cial and coin value of the silver dollar, 
which is ever changing, and the effect 
would be to reduce property values, 
entail untold financial loss, destroy 
confidence, im pair the obligations of 
existing contracts, further impoverish 
the laborers and producers of the coun­ 
try, create a panic of unparalleled se­ 
verity and inflict upon trade and com­ 
merce a deadly blow. Against any such 
policy I am unalterably opposed. 
“The republican party has not been, 
and is not now, opposed to the use of 
silver money, as its record abun­ 
dantly shows. It has done all th at 
could 
be 
done 
for 
its 
increased 
use 
w ith 
safety 
and 
honor 
by 
other governments. 
There are those 
who think th at it has already gone be­ 
yond the lim it of financial prudence. 
Surely we can go no further, and we 
m ust not perm it false lights to lure us 
across the danger line. 
“We have much more silver in use 
than any country in the world, except 
India or China—$500,000,000 more than 
Great Britain, $150,000,000 more 
than 
France, $400,000,000 
more 
than Ger- 
meny, $325,000,000 less than India and 
$125,000,000 less than China. 
The re­ 
publican party has declared in favor of 
an international agreement, and if el­ 
ected president it will be my duty to 
employ all proper means to promote it. 
The free coinage of silver in this coun­ 
try would defer, if not defeat, interna­ 
tional bimetallism, and until an inter­ 
national agreem ent can be had every 
interest requires us to m aintain our 
present 
standard. 
Independent 
free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of sixteen 
ounces of silver to one ounce of gold 
would insure the speedy contraction of 
the volume of our currency. 
It would 
drive at least 500,000,000 of gold dollars, 
which we now have, perm anently from 
the trade of the country and greatly 
decrease our per capita circulation. 
It 
is not proposed by the republican party 
to take from the circulating medium of 
the country any of the silver we now 
lave. 
“On the contrary, it is proposed to 
jeep all of the silver money now in cir­ 
culation on a parity with gold by m ain­ 
taining the pledge of the government 
th at all of it shall be 
equal to gold. 
This has been the unbroken policy of 
the republican party since 1878. It has 
inaugurated 
no new 
policy. 
It will 
keep in circulation and as good as gold 
all of the silver and paper money which 
are now included in the currency of 
the country. 
It will m aintain 
their 
parity. 
It will preserve their equality 
in the future as it has always done in 
the past. It will not consent to put this 
country on a silver basis, which would 
inevitably 
follow 
independent 
free 
coinage a t a ratio of 16 to I. It will op­ 
pose the expulsion of gold from our cir­ 
culation. 
“Another issue of supreme im port 
ance is th at of protection. Those who 
assert th at our present industrial and 
financial depression is the result of the 
gold standard have not read American 
history aright, or been careful students 
of the events of recent years. We never 
had greater prosperity in this country, 
in every field of employment and in­ 
dustry, than in the busy years from 
1880 to 1892, during all of which time 
this country was on a gold basis and 
employed more gold money in its fiscal 
and business operations than ever be­ 
fore. 
We had, too, a protective tariff, 
under which ample revenues were col 
lected for the government, and an ac­ 
cum ulating 
surplus 
which was con­ 
stantly applied to the payment of the 
public debt. 
“Bimetallism cannot be secured by 
independent action 
on our 
part. 
It 
cannot be obtained by opening our 
m ints to the unlimited coinage of the 
silver of the wrorld at a ratio of six­ 
teen ounces of silver to one ounce of 
gold, when **e commercial ratio is 
more than thirty ounces of silver to 
one of jprfcL Until international agree­ 
ment *s had 
is the plain duty of 
t*e" United States to m aintain the gold 
standard. 
It is the recognized and sole 
standard of the great commercial na­ 
tions of the world, with which we trade 
more largely than any other. 
Eighty- 
four per cent of our foreign trade for 
the fiscal year 1895 was with gold 
standard countries, and our trade with 
other coutries was settled on a gold 
basis. 
Chiefly by means of legislation dur 


of this country’s product. 
It was be­ 
lieved by those who then and now fav­ 
or free coinage th at such use of silver 
would advance its bullion value to its 
coinage value, but this expectation was 
not realized. In a few months, not­ 
w ithstanding the unprecedented m ar­ 
ket for silver produced in the United 
States, the price of silver went down 
very rapidly, reaching a lower point 
than ever before. Then, upon the rec­ 
ommendation of President Cleveland, 
both political parties united in the re­ 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law. We cannot with safety 
engage in further experim ents in this 
direction. 
“The first duty of the republican par­ 
ty, if restored to power in the country, 
will be the enactm ent of a tariff law 
which will raise all the money neces­ 
sary to conduct the government, eco­ 
nomically and honestly adm inistrated, 
and so adjusted as to give preference 
to home m anufactures and adequate 
protection to home labor and the home 
m arket. We are not committed to any 
special schedules or 
rates of 
duty. 
They are, and should be always, sub­ 
ject to change to meet new conditions, 
but the principle upon w’hich rates of 
duty are imposed 
rem ains the same. 
Our duties should 
always be 
high 
enough to measure the difference be­ 
tween the wages paid labor at home 
and in competing countries, and to ade 
quately protect American investm ents 
and American enterprises. 
“Another declaration of the republi­ 
can platform that has my most cordial 
support is that which favors reciproc­ 
ity. 
In my judgm ent congress should 
im mediately restore the reciprocity sec­ 
tion of the old law, with such amend- 
mends, if any, as tim e and experience 
sanction as wise and proper. 
The un­ 
derlying principle of this legislation 
must, however, 
be strictly observed. 
It is to afford new m arkets for our 
surplus agricultural and manufactured 
products w ithout loss to the American 
laborer of a single day’s work that he 
m ight otherwise procure. 
“I am in hearty sym pathy with the 
present legislation restraining foreign 
im m igration, and favor such extension 
of the laws as will secure the United 
States from invasion by the debased 
and crim inal classes of the old world. 
We should perm it none to participate j 
in the advantages of our civilization 
who do not sympathize with our aims 
and form of government. 
We should 
receive none who come to make war 
upon our institutions and profit by 
public disquiet and turm oil. Against 
all such our gates must be tightly 
closed. 
“The declaration of the republican 
platform in favor of the up-building of 
our m erchant m arine has my hearty 
approval. 
We should no longer con­ 
tribute directly or 
indirectly to 
the 
m aintenance 
of the 
colossal marine 
of foreign countries, but provide an ef­ 
ficient and complete marine or our 
own. 
“The pledge of the republican na­ 
tional convention that our civil-service 
laws ‘shall be sustained and thoroughly 
and honestly enforced, and extended 
wherever practicable.’ 
“There are other 
im portant 
and 
timely 
declarations in the 
platform 
which I cannot here discuss. 
I must 
content myself with saying th at they 
whenever practicable,’ will be fully ob­ 
served.
